1 But a good allow- 
ance, by the time the child 
is seven, eight or ten in- 
cludes. a small ‘amount for 
pocket money (to spend about as 
he plenses) ond 4 bigger amount 
budgeted under groups of regu- 
lar and specific needs (say for 
na week), a& for bus fare, lunch, 
school -supplics. 

Alm 
forthe time when your child 
js in high schoo! and he can 
operate on an allowance spread- 
ing over a period of a month, 
gradually including part or all of 
his clothing.
